TT one extreme 
Congo wrangle 
United Nations 
Council, forced to think 
in constitutional abstracts 
about the extent of the 
intervention in a sovereign 
state and judge every possi- 
bility by its effect on the 
world cold war. 

At the other extreme are the 
Lumumbists and the or- 
dinary Congolese whose 
hope of joining in a fuller 
life now accessible to ‘mil- 
Hons of Africans is becom- 
ing daily more remote. The 
link between the two is 
weak. 

The United Nations is not 
ideally constituted to clean 
up the situation in the 
Congo. But action through 
the United Nations is the 
only action which can be 
contemplated. Direct opera- 
tions by any one state could 
lend to'a war on a fairly 
lurger seule. 


VEN the return of the 
Belgians to civil sd- 
ministrative positions has 
brought the full wrath 
of the Russiuns and ypro- 
Communists upon them. 

There is only one course on 
which all outsiders can 
agree and that is that the 
Congolese must settle it by 
themselves, . 

Members of the Security 
Council could best ask 
themselves whether evers- 
thing has ‘been done to 
make this possible, The 
scope of the United Nations 
intervention has changed 
very much since the first 
resolution was passed in 
July of last year. 

It was then possible to tall 
of the Congu as un entity. 
Now it is not. The Congo 
has become se fragmented 
that 2 more realistic basis 
on which to act would be a 
resolution seeking to unite 
the various provinces. All 
the provinces are govern- 
ments operating without a 
common purpose. 


HE Belyians failed to 
weld the provinces into a 
proper Congolese nation. 
This is «a development 
which in other ‘colonial 
countries has usually come 
about through x conteat 
between a united political 
front and a central govern- 
ment, 

Politics were not allowed to 
develop naturally in the 
Congo, If they are allowed 
fo develop now some 

“merging hand = may be 
needed. It can be supplied 
elthor by the United 
Nations as na whole or by 
an Afro-Asian coalition. 
And this should be the 
major aim of the United 
Nations policy. 

It is not suggested that the 
Security Council should 
delegate its responsibility. 
It has already done that to 
an extent too great and 
without defining the ways 
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in-which the responsibility 
{s to be exercised. 


T is extraordinary that the 
body which purports to be 
in control of an. inter.

T the 1960 autumn nationals 

Curtis Smith, a young bridge 
teacher from Austin, and the 
writer finished second in the 
open term. and then went on to 
win the open pairs fran the 
largest field in bridge history. 


While I have won many tour- 
naments befcre (this was my 
38th national title), this is the 
first victory that I can ascribe 
almost entirely to system. 


Curtls and I had worked for
